The American Consul made the sworn statement public. It reads; 


“ While I was aboard the British steamer Gena in the channel, 


May 1, two German seaplanes, iOO feet aloft, passed near by. 


Without warning whatever, one dropped a torpedo to the water 


and the missile sped along the surface and struck the Gena. 
We sank 


in thirty-five minutes. 


“ A Norwegian steamer, which approached us, was similarly at­ 


tacked. 
W e fired while sinking and brought down one seaplane. 


The other fled.”

of W heeling, W. Va.
